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TRIPLE LYNCHING | 


BY MOB OF 3,000. 


Three Negroes Accused of Mur- 


der Put to Death After Sen- 
sational Incidents at 
- Salisbury, N.C. 


MILITIA IN A TRAVESTY. 


Troops Ordered Out-but Given 
Only Blank Cartridges; Two 
Bystanders Shot; Governor 
Calls Act Blot. 


Salisbury, N. C., Aug. 7, 1 a. m.—{Special.} 
—~Three of the six negroes in jail here charged 
with the murder of the Lyerly family at 
Barber Junction on July 18 were lynched 
last night at 11 o’clock by a mob which 
numbered 8,000. The trial of the pegroes be- 
gan yesterday. : 

After the negroes were strung up to a tree 
their bodies were riddled with bullets. 

Fireman McLendon, an “innocent by- 
stander,”’ was fatally wounded by a buléet 
said to have been fired by a member of the 
mob. A negro drayman wag also seriously 
wounded by a stray shot. 

Nease and John Gillespie and Jack Dil- 
lingham, supposed to be the principals in the 
Lyerly crime, were the victims of mob 
vengeance. The remaining negroes—Henry 
Lee, George Ervin, and Belia Dillingham— 
were not molested, and later officers hurried 
them off to Greensboro. 

The mayor called out the locad military 
company, but the troops were given only 
blank cartridges and had no authority to 
shoot to kill. 


Climax to Sensational Night. 

The lynching was the climax to a night of 
sensational incidents, in which Mayor Boy- 
den, United States Senator Overman, and 
other high officials sought to turn the mob 
from ite course. They appealed that the law 
be allowed to take its course. 

The mob began gathering eat sundown 
Mayor Boyden promptly ordered the saloons 
closed, and with Senator Overman, Judge 
Long, who was holding a special term of 
court to try the negroes, and Solicitor Ham- 
mer, gathered on the jail steps and addressed 
the crowd, which at that time numbered 
2,000. There were howls and catcalls from 
the mob, but for a time there was no move— 
the mob lacked a leader. 

While citizens were appealing to the mob, 
two men slipped through the crowd and 
were entering the jail with hammers. They 
were discovered and arrested. 


No Bullets to Militia. 

The mob continued its yelling, but still there 
was no concerted move. About 9 o'clock 
Mayor Boyden called upon the local military 
company, the Rowan rifles, for aid. They 
assembled quickly but were supplied only 
with blank cartridges, having no orders to 
shoot to kill. 

At this time Fireman McLendon of Char- 
lotte, a Southern Railway employé, was shot 
in the stomach by a bullet said to have been 
fired by a member of the mob. Will Trout- 
man a negro drayman, also was seriously 
shot at about the same time. 

At 10 o'clock there was a great stir in the 
mob, which had been augmented by fully 
500 men, who came, it is said, from Whitney, 
where the Whitney Reduction company is 
developing the Yadkin water power. 


Flying Wedge for Jail. 

It was but a few minutes after their ar- 
rival when a crowd of fifty, forming a sort 
of fiying wedge, made a break for the jail 
doors, everpowered the officers, and effected 
an éntrance. The great crowd outside surged 
in behind the leaders and in a few moments 
more emerged from the door with their vic- 
tims. 

The negroes were marched northward to- 
ward Spencer, but a halt was made at Hen- 
derson'’s ball grounds in the edge of the 
town. There the negroes were given time 
to confess the crime. They refused either to 
deny or confess, and were so thoroughly 
frightened as almost to have lost the power 
of speech. John Gillespie wept piteously and 
begged for his life. 

Tiring of its efforts to secure statements 
from the negroes at midnight the ropes 
were quickly brought forward and adjusted 
and the three were strung up to the limbs of 
one tree, and with howls the crowd rid- 
died the dangling bodies with bullets. 


Groups Discuss Lynching. 

By 12:30 this morning it was all over,.and 
a half hour later nothing remained of the 
immense throng that had packed the streets 
but! a few groups of citizens discussing the 
lynching. 

George Ervin was taken from the jail with 
his associates and closely questioned. Then 
the mob led him back to his cell. Nease Gil- 
lespie maintained his innocence to the end. 
The other two neither would confeSs nor 
deny the crime. 

Ed Barber,.a relative of the murdered man, 
followed the mob with the prisoners to the 
scene of the lynching and pleaded with them 
to return the negroes to the jail and let the 
law take its course, but the mob paid no at- 
tention to him. 


Lyerlys Killed While Asleep. 

The crime for which the three men were 
lynched was committed on the night of July 
13, near Barber's Junction, about forty miles 
from Greensboro. Isaac Lyerly, a farmer, 
his wife, and two children were killed while 
esleep, a third child was fatally wounded, 
and the house set on fire. 

The discovery of the crime was made by 
two elder daughters, who were sieeping up- 
stairs and were awakened by the smoke and 
flames from below, and who sought to arouse 
the other members of the family. The two 
girls managed to carry the bodies from the 
burning house and notified the train dis- 
patcher, who wired the news to the sheriff. 
The next night Sheriff Julian of Rowan 
county arrested and took to Charlotte for 
safekeeping the two Gillespies, Dillingham 
and wife, George Ervin, and Henry Lee. 


Gov. Glenn Calls It Blot on State. 

Raleigh, N. C., Aug. 7.—Gov. Glenn last 
night was told by Judge Long over the teie- 
phone of the work of the mob at Salisbury. 
He at once wired orders to the military com- 
panies at Charlotte, Greensboro, and States- 
ville to hurry by special trains to Salisbury. 
Finding these were too late, he counter- 
manded the orders. He stated that some 
time ago he offered the sheriff the service of 
militia, but that the offer was declined as 
unnecessary. He characterized the lynch-

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FLIES 226 MILES IN BALLOON. 


Dr. Thomas Soars from New York 
to Massachusetts Coast. 


BADLY BUMPED AT FINISH. 


Anchors Airship and Stops for Meal 
While En Route. 


Boston, Mases., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—Dr. 
Jullan P. Thomas, representing the Aero 
club of America, and Roy Knabenshue, a 
professional aeronaut, completed about noon 
today what the former regards as the most 
successful balloon trip ever made in this 
country. 

The young men started from One Hundred 
and Thirty-eighth street, New York, at 8 
o'clock last night, and at 12:20 o'clock this 
afternoon they were unceremoniously spilled 
from the basket iIntoa salt marsh about 200 
yards from the ocean’s edge at Brant Rock, 
a summer resort near Marshfield. 

Dr. Thomas says this trip breaks the Amer- 
ican record for the length of time spent above 
the clouds—the one established by himself 
a few months ago, when he was up ina 
balloon for fourteen and one-half hours. 

Allowing for a half hour stop at Noank, 
Conn., for breakfast the doctor's balloon 
Nirvana wae in the air 15 hours and 20 min- 
utes. 

Dr. Thomas and Knabenshue reached here 
early this evening from Brant Rock, almost 
exhausted from theirlong voyage. They will 
return to New York tomorrow. Knabenshue 
was considerably bruised from his contact 
with the earth, but as Dr. Thomas landed 
almost on top of his companion he was un- 
hurt beyond a few scratches. Had the pair 
descended a few yards farther they undoubt- 
edly would have been seriously injured, but 
the marshy ground into which they fell fol- 
lowing the capsizing of the basket softened 
the fall. The balloon was righted. A ripin 
the bag released the gas and allowed the 
craft to drop to the earth uninjured. 

Balloon Bounds High in Air. 

The airship bumped some before it stopped. 
Every time the basket struck the earth the 
balloon gave a mighty bound into the air, 
sometimes to a height of 200 feet, whirling 
the basket around in a circle, to thé tm- 
minent danger of the occupants. 

The basket hit Daniel Webster's barn as 
the balloon passed over Marshfield and the 
guide rope slid over the roof of the late 
statesman’s house. The aeronauts saw his 
tomb, but they paid little attention to his- 
torical objects, as the beach with the break- 
ers curling upon it was in sight and they were 
busy adjusting Hfe belts about their bodies, 
thinking they possibly might have toswim. 

Long before they landed Dr. Thomas and 
Knabenshue tried to get their twenty pound 
anchor hook into som hing that would hold, 
but they were unsuccessful, and the only 
recourse to prevent being carried out to 
sea was to rip the bag. This Dr. Thomas 
Sid. 

The ascent in New York was made without 
mishap. The balloon rose high over New 
York and sailed over Long Island sound. 
after several miles a thick fog swept up 
from the sea and the aeronauts were unable 
to tell whither they were drifting. 

Off Bridgeport, Conn., attracted by the 


whistling of @ cratt, Mr. Thomas brought his 


i . 
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airship still closer to the water and aston- 
ished the Members of a yachting party by 
hailing them from darkness. From them he 
learned his exact position and then quickly 
resumed his journey. 

The crew of the tugboat E. A. Keeler sight- 
ed the balloon later in the night off New Lon- 
don. Walter Miner, skipper, had not heard 
of the ascension. He says he was greatly 
startied to see what appeared like a b.g barn 
come drifting down from the sky. Capt. Miner 
piped all hands on deck and the crew looked 
at the dark, drifting object in a state of fear. 
Finally a voice from above called out; 

** Where are we?" 

“ Off Pennfield’s reef,” replied Capt. Miner. 
“Are you from Mars and not acquainted 
with local geography?” 

About 5 o'clock this morning tne outlines 
of land could be made out through the fog. 
Anchors at Noank. 

Shortly after Noank hovein view. The bal- 
loon then was about 800 feet in the air. Dr. 
Thomas awakened the occupants of a farm- 
house by shouting through a megaphone. 
Following Dr. Thomas’ directions they made 
the end of the guide rope fast toa post and by 
using a windlass devised by Dr. Thomas 
the airship wae hauled down to the 
ground.

Wall Street Financier Drags a 
Drowning Man to His Yacht. 


HURLS ROPE LIKE COWBOY. 


Laughs, and Says He Would Do It 
Again—Takes Orders from Rescued. 


New York, Aug. 6.—[Special.])—J. Pierpont 
Morgan rescued a man from drowning in the 
East river off Eighty-third street at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon. The man who owes his life 
to the agility of the great financier in casting 
a line is William Landorfer. C. W. Wolson, 
a companion with whom he had dared the 
ebb current of Hell Gate, was rescued at the 
same time by members of the yacht Corsair’s 
crew. 

Mr. Morgan and party of friends boarded 
his yacht at the New York club anchorage 
at 8 o'clock and were steaming up east river 
to go through Hell Gate into the sound. Mr. 
Morgan was standing at the rail. He saw 
a dark object im the water and called several 
of his guests to his side. 


Morgan Acts Quickly. 
“Tt's a man; said Mr. Morgan. It was 
Landorfer struggling against the current and 
trying to work his way to one shore or the 


other. 

‘“‘Do you want help?” shouted Mr. Morgan, 
leaning out over the rail. 

‘] certainly do, and want it d—d quick,” 
yelled Landorfer. 

In an instant Mr. Morgan had unslung a 
line that hung from a cleat under the rail. 
Grasping one end in his left hand he swung 
the coil of half-inch rope as a cowboy swings 
a lasso. Making sure of his aim he let the 
coil fly. It snaked through the air and fell 
with a splash into the water a yard in front 
of the swimmer. He snatched it and got a 
firm hold. Mr. Morgan took in the slack and 
worked the man in toward the hull of the 
Corsair as a fisherman works a tarpon. The 
crew of the Corsair was busy dragging 
Landorfer’s companion, Wolson, to the bull 
of the other side of the ship. 

A rowboat was making toward the Corsair. 
In it were A. G. Newell and Daniel McK enma 
of the dock department, who had put out to 
save the two men. Mr. Morgan sustained 
Landorfer in the water until the boat came 
alongside and Landorfer climbed into {t. 


Rescued Profuse in Thanks.

Morgan, after the boat started away.”“Lan- 
dorfer was profuse in his thanks. 

“I wish we could do it oftener,’’ said the 
financier, replying to Landorfer. 

Wolson had been seen by the lookout of the 
Morgan yacht. A member of the crew cast 
bim a life ring and he was dragged to the 
companionway. A Harlem river tugboat 
close by came alongside to take Wolson 
ashore.

_ Jones Says Stensland Is Guilty. 

President Stensland is declared to be as 
Sullty of blame for the failure of the bank 
es Hering. 

“I can’t understand why the directors of 
the bank don’t swear out a warrant for 
Stensiand,”’ said Bank Examiner C. C. Jones 
_ at the close of his first day's investigation. 
The directors are the ones who have been 
injured. But they .are stunned, I suppose. 
They didn't know anything about it till this 
morning, and it will take them three or 
four days to catch their breath.” 

Under the Illinois banking law, the stock- 
holders will have to bear the loss of their 
stock, $250,000, and as much more if it is 
needed to pay depositors. It is feared the 
total will be much greater than this. The 
stockholder who statids to lose the largest 
amount is Francis 8. Peabody, the coal mer- 
chant, who, next to President Stensiand, has 
the largest holding of shares. 


Mass of Shacy Deals Found. 

While Exminer Jones declined to tell just 
what he had discovered during the day, it 
was learned that a mass of questionable 
transactions had come to light pointing to 
the disappearance of several) hundred thou- 
Sand dollars. The channels through which 
the bank has been looted are: 

-Embezzlements. 

Money loaned on worthless security, 

Worthless commercia! paper. 

Loans to bank's officers, 

Stensiand, as president of the bank, is de- 
clared to have loaned money to himself as 
president of his real estate company, and 
this money was sunk principally in two real 
estate subdivisions in Irving Park, which he 
has been intent on booming during the last 
five years. It Is estimated that some $250,000 
is tied up in these deals. 


Notes Paid but Uncanceled. 
There also are indications that large addi- 
tional amounts of money have disappeared 
in mysterious directions which only a thor- 
ough examination of the books can deter- 
mine. A large number of paid but uncanceled 
notes, carried as assets, has heen discovered, 
but where the money went isa mystery. 
While Stensland is held responsible for 
mulcting the institution through question- 
able finanoljal deals, Cashier Hering is ac- 
cused of gambling with the funds of the 
bank. He played the races heavily and was 
pretty persistent an a heavy loser. He was 
a high roller and squandered large amounts 
of money on drink, women, automobiles, and 
genera! hilarity. 


Stensland’s Presence Mystery to All. 

At the close of the day Examiner Jones was 
mo wiser than the public concerning the 
whereabouts of President Stensiland. 

“Do yow understand that he is on his way 
back?” the bank examiner was asked. 

“No, I don't,” he replied. ‘I don’t think 
he would be coming back under the circum- 
@tances. I'd like to see him, though. He 
might explain a lot of things.”’ 

Mr. Jones flatly ceclineg to specify what 
things he wanted explained and what were 
the exact circumstances which would make 
it inadvisable for Stensland to return. 

“The fact is we don’t know just what we 
have found,” said Mr.°Jones. “We have 
been listing the commercial paper today. 
We have gone through three months’ trans- 
actions—October, November, and December 
jast. When we have finished up to date we 
will compare our results with the liability 
ledger, and then we shall know how much 
the shortage is, if any.” 


Hering Seems to Be Embezzler. 

Mr. Jones was asked if he put any credence 
im the report that the shortage is between 
$750,000 and $1,000,00v. 

“That's all a guess,"’ he replied. “I don't 
know any more about it than you do.” 

The examiner was asked to explain the 
basis of the embezzlement charge against ; 
Cashier Hering. 

“Well, there is a note in the bank for an 
amount between $500 and $1,000 which looks 
like embezzlement. It isn’t signed by Hering, 
but it looks as if he got the money. There 
may be some more notes of this kind, though 
I can't tell.”’ 

Mr. Jones paused and then reflective?y con- 
tinued: 

“As a matter of fact there are a lot of 
questions I would like to ask Mr. Hering, but 
ig I were in his place I wouldn't come back 
to answer them.” 

Mr. Jones was. asked what he had discov- 
ered with regard to the loans on real estate 
in which much of the institution’s resources 
is tied up. 

“If I remember correctly,” he said, ‘‘ the 
loans on real estate are somewhere in the 
meighborhood of $1,112,000... They are all 
loans secured by mortgages and were passed 
as approved at the examination of the bank 
last October which EI conducted. As long as 
the interest was paid, the security sufticient, 
and the principal not overdue I could not 
object to the items as assets.”’ 


Silent on Doubtful Notes. 


The examiner was asked concerning the 


feport that a large number of notes have | 


been found which apparently had been paid 
but not canceled, and had been carried as 
assets for months, perhaps years.

ing that matter.” 

“ Did Stensiand viplate the banking law 
by loaning more th@h 10 per cent of the cap- 
ital stock to one person?” the examiner was 
asked. 

“There is no evidence of that as yet,’’ 
replied Mr. Jones.

“ Why, Stensiand had gulity knowledge of 
What was going on,”’ Was all that the exam- 
iner would vouchsafe cu the point. 

Mr. Jones finally was asked if he thought 
the bank would reopen. 

“ It is rare for a bank closed under these 
circumstances to reopen,” he said. “In the 
last twenty years fifty banks have liquidated, 
gone out of business, or failed In Chicago. 
I don’t recall a single one that reopened. 
Of course there are exceptions to the rule— 
the Seventh National of New York, for ex- 

e.”" 

“Then you believe you were justified in 
taking the steps you did?’ 

™“ Well, I should hate to think we made a 
mistake in closing the bank's doors. It will 

be shown the grounds were ample.” 


Bankers Surprised at News. 

‘News of the difficulties into which the bank 
was involved was received in the banking 
world with surprise. Confined to its own 
special dealings with the population of the 
Northwest side the Milwaukee Avenue bank 
was known to La Salle street only by reputa- 
tion. This reputation was good, as it was 
based on its deposits of cash in the downtown 
banks. Its last annual statement, which was 
gilt edged, follows:

Potter Ignorant of Trouble. 

The bank did not have clearing house 
privileges, but cleared through the Ameri- 
can Trust and Savings bank, of which E. A. 

Even Mr. Potter was 
ignorant of any irregularities in the Stens- 
land institution. On Saturday night Theo- 
dgre Stensland, who is a practicing lawyer 
in the firm of Stensland, Weage & Gale, and 
nominally vice-president of the bank, called 
on Mr. Potter and informed him the bank 
was in a bad way. He said he had received 
a letter from his father, stating that the 
bank’s resources were involved by question- 
able transactions. 

Mr. Potter, it appears, did not see Stens- 
land’s letter, the son not offering to show 
it. The son gccused Cashier Hering of being 
to blame in large part and told Mr. Potter 
that Hering had not reported that day and 
could not be found. This information aroused

= | Bank Examiner Jones to investigate.

a talk with the younger Stensland, 
Mr. Jones decided that the bank should be 
closed at once, pending an inquiry. That 
same evening the bank examirer and Stens- 
land called on Justice Caverly at McCoy’s 
hotel and swore out a warrant for the arrest 
of Hering on a charge of embezzlement. The 
warrant Was put in the hands cf Detective 
Cannon. 


Leaves Without Telling Family. 

Stensiand, Jones and the detective then 
hastened to Herring's residence, 3830 Prairie 
avenue. Hering was not at home. Mrs. Her- 
ing said her husband was to have a vacation 
of two weeks and was going to Lake Beulah, 
Wis., but he had gone away without notify- 
ing his family, which Mrs. Hering thought 
was strange. She couldn't say where he 
might be. 

Detective Cannon watched the house all 
that night and Sunday night, but Hering did 
not return. 

In the meantime Examiner Jones was mak- 
ing a preliminary inquiry into the condition 
of the bank. 

Young Stensiand called on Inspector Ship- 
py early yesterday morning for a detail of 
police to control the crowds he knew would 
gather when the news spread. The police 
arrived in advance of the crowds, while Ex- 
aminer Jones and the employes of the bank 
shut themselves in and began the work of 
checking up the books. 


Boomed Two Subdivisions. 


It was learned that the Stenslands have 
been booming two subdivisions—one at Irv- 
ing Park boulevard and Central Park ave- 
nue and the other at Irving Park boulevard 
and Western avenue. In the former there 
are eighty acres and in the latter sixty acres, 
both cut up into lots of fifty feet frontage. 
Nearly $300,000 was paid for the land alone. 

Ole Stensland, President Stensland’s 
nephew, who looks after the real estate busi- 
ness, said the houses were built by a con- 
tractor, named Walter Wilcox, who bor- 
rowed the capital for the purpose from Paul 
Stensiand & Co; Inasmuch as the houses 
have been sold on long time payments the 
greater part of this money is tied up in the 
deal. Around $250,000 has been expended on 
improvements”

‘The: evidence 
therefore indicates that President ‘ Stens- 
land loaned larger sums of the bank's funds 
in reality to himself for the purpose of fur- 
thering his real estate enterprises. 

Another piece of property in which Stens- 
land has considerable money tied up is the 
People’s Coé6perative store building at Mil- 
waukee avenue-and Carpenter st reet, op- 
posite the bank building. 

Still another venture into which Stensland 
has put money ig the Mount Olive cemetery, 
located near Dunning. Ole L. Stangeland is 
president of this company, and Paul O. Stens- 
land is secretary and treasurer. 

Besides his interest in all these undertak- 
ings Stens:and had a bigtinsurance business, 
being the principal agent for the Agtna on 
the northwest side. The Attna company had 
avlarge deposit in the bank when the doors 
were closed. 


Irregularities Are Denied. 


Both Theodore and Ole Stensland were in- 
dignant over the reports of irregularities in 
the bank. The former made this statement 
at the close of the day: 

** The bank has now cash on hand $1,051,000. 
It carried deposits of $4,200,000. There are 
22,000 depositors. I do not believe Mr. Her-

“I swore out the warrant for his arrest at 


the request of Bank Examiner Jones. The 
amount named-in the warrant is $500. Ire- 
gard the matter as only a matter of form to 
accommodate Mr. Jones and enable him to 
hold or question Hering when: he reappears, 
as lam convinced that he will.”

BANK FAILURE COSTS 2 LIVES. 


One Depositor, Henry Koepke, Kills 
Himself and Another Drops 
Dead. 


here will be a a large 


Two*deaths yesterday followed close upon 
the crash of the Milwaukee Avenue State 
bank. One depositor dropped dead, probably 
from heart disease, when he heard of the 
failure, and another killed himself with a 
revolver because his savings were lost. 

Henry Koepke, a grocer, who lived with 
his wife and two children at 1773 North Ked- 
zie avenue, had $700 deposited in the bank. 
He returned last month with his family from 
a visit to Germany and immediately opened 
a grocery at 1778 North Kedzie avenue. 

The trip to Germany and the purchase of 
stock for his egtore had exhausted his re- 
sources with the exception of the few hun- 
dred dollars he had on deposit in the Milwau- 
kee avenue bank. 


Kills Himself in Saloon. 

When Koepke learned that the bank had 
been closed he believed his money was lost. 
He went to the bank and found a crowd of 
excited depositors at the doors angrily be- 
walling their losses. He was unable to get 
any satisfactory answers from the police- 
men on guard, whom he asked in regard to 
the probability of the bank paying the de- 
positors. 

Discouraged with the outleok, he went to 
Max Wolf's saloon, 1076 Milwaukee avenue. 
entered a room back of the barroom, and 
shot himself. 

When the bartender and patrons of the 
saioon heard the shot they ran into the 
back room and found Koepke lying uncon- 
scious on the floor. Policemen from the 
Rawson street station took him in an am- 
bulance to St. Elizabeth’s hospital, where 
he died while on the operating table. 


Drops Dead in Telephone Booth. 

John E. Visser, 37 years old, 772 w right- 
wood avenue, was the other depositor whose 
death was hastened by the closing of the 
bank. After he had heard the bank had sus- 
pended payment he entered a telephone 
booth in a drug store at 1508 Milwaukee jAve- 
nue for the purpose of making further in- 
quiries by wire. He was suffering from great 
excitement, and soon after entering the tele- 
phone booth he dropped dead. 

The cause of Visser's anxiety was a check 
on the bank for $500, representing collections 
he had made for dues to the Royal league, 
which he had sent to Treasurer Edward Rep- 
sold of that order last Thursday. Visser 
feared this check had not been presented and 
was trying to get in communication with 
Repsold when he died. It developed after his

BY BANK FAILURE 


Two Victims of Stensland In- 
stitution Stand for Hours 
in the Night Rain. 


CASH GONE, DRIVEN OUT.

Hundreds of Pathetie Scenes En- 
acted About the Doors of the 
Wrecked Concern. 


——_—— 


Two women with shawls over their heads 
stood hour after hour last night in the driz- 
gzling rain in Milwaukee avenue in front 
of the dark and silent Stensiand bank, wait- 
ing in vain for their gold, that had taken 
| wings. 

They were of the class that had learned to 
suffer, but this new blow had left them 
homeless in the street. They were just two 
of the tragic figures that huddled up under 
the dripping eaves, pugzied and wondering 
at this sudden turn in their fortunes. 

The crowds had been there all day long, 
and it would have seemed the coming of the 
night would drive the people away. . But 
many remained. They did not understand 
the why and wherefore. The bank exam- 
iner’s statement, in English, suggested noth- 
ing clear to them, and so they remained. 

The scenes about the inatitution all day long 
were pathetic, but at night they grew more 
so—as, for example, the sight of the two wom- 
en made homeless by the crash. 


Turned Out at Bank Failure. 

Nellie Novak, a young woman who lived 
until yesterday at 98 Front street, was one 
of the women. She told this story: 

** My stepfather turned me out of the house 
today when he heard that the bank had 
failed. Until a year ago I worked as a strip- 
per in a tobacco factory at 487 North Clark 
street. I earned $6 a week and saved money. 
My husband was ill and I supported him 
and our child with the money. 

“My husband died and I got tuberculosis 
from my work in the factory. I went to 
the Presbyterian hospital for a long time, 
and just came out @ week ago. With all this 
trouble I found I had $350 left of my bank 
account when I left the hospital. Now that 
is gone, and they told me that I would have 
to find a new place to board, as there does 
not seem much chance of getting the money 
back, and I cannot work any more.” 

This recital was made in an even voice. 
The time of weeping had passed with her. 
She was thin and worn, with the stamp of the 
years in the factory and the illness. 


Another Turned Out, Too. 

Pressing close to the Novak girl was an- 
other girl. She needed comfort, too. Here 
ig her story: 

“My name is Margaret Johnson and my 
home was at 29 Keith street. She also em- 
phasized the past tense. 

‘I have worked as a domestic and as as- 
sistant to a tailor,’’ she said, ‘‘and I had 
saved $850. I felt secure againet the cold 
and hunger with this, but now it is gone. 
When the woman I live with heard about the 
failure she put all my things out on the steps 
and this is where I found them. when I got 
home from work tonight. I was afew weeks 
behind in my board and she said she had no 
room for me.”’ 


Hundred Tragedies Enacted. 

So a hundred other wagediés might be 
written round the dreary scene. The clos- 
ing of the coors of the well known savings 
bank precipitated one of the most peculiar 
and pathetic runs Chicago ever has seen 
The urwsual feature was found In the mad 
scramble on the part of those holding safety 
deposit boxes to look at their possessions. 

Hundreds dumped their valuables hurried- 
ly. into their aprons and pockets and fled 
from the bank as though afraid the officials 
would hold them up and rob them before they 
could get out. Others were satisfied with 
looking to see if everything was there, and 
went away smiling. 

The bank was known as the “family 
bank,’’ to foster the sentiment that it was a 
good place for the father and his children to 
place all their little savings. The neighbor- 
hood, settled thickly with Poles, Norwegians, 
Bwedes, Italians, and Jews, is one of the most 
polygiot in the northwest side. 


Stensland a “Big Man.” 
“The name of Stensland has been one to con- 
jure with, especialy among the Polish and 
Norwegian colonies. The president. of the 
bank on the corner has been looked upon as 

‘big man’ whose word was law and truth 
and whose fortune reached up to the clouds, 
Stensland, through his family and business 
ramifications, reached into the homes of 22,- 
000 poor people and it is these who felt the 
great dread that settled over the district 
when the bluecoats took their pleces in front 
of the iron doors of the bank and the cry 
‘move on; move on” was echoed down the 
street. 

Seize Bank Books at News. 

The news came early, and traveled swiftly, 
as those things do where a dozen families 
tive-in one tenement and the brotherhood of 
the poor is recognized. This was the notice, 
in English, posted on the bank door, which 
Was soon translated intoa dozen las guages 
and whispered from door to door: 

This bank is closed for purposes of examination, 
and it is in the hands of the auditor of the state of 
Tilinois. Cc, C. Jones, 

State bank examiner. 

The men were away at work when word 
came down the alleys and Into the tall build- 
ings, borne by shrieking boys and white faced 
women. 

Savings books were grabbed, washtubs 
abandoned, babies left to the care of stran- 
gers, and the mob came or. 

To be first at the money that was left was 
the idea that grasped every one of the motley 
crowd. But another dis sappointmen t was met 
with at the bank, where this sign was found: 

“Only vaults open today.”’

Had Faith in Head of Bank. 


“I put the money in here, a httle every 
week, because my friends told me that the 
man at the head was a great man and had 
as much money asa king. Also that he was 
a truthful and honorable man. We had 
the furniture picked out and were going to 
take half the money out and buy it next 
Saturday night. 

“The other half we wanted to leave in, as 
there is much darger of getfing hurt where 
I work and one may lose his good place.”’ 
Here the little wife from the old country 
leaned closer to him. 

‘* Well,” he said, taking a big breath, “‘I 
have got her and maybe I will get the money 
yet. Are you sorry, Httle one?” he asked. 
She did not answer, but crept closer, and 
there in the street, wild with the scene of 
the panic, dark with the clouds of smoke, 
smutty and sordid and grief stricken, they 
kissed each other in that abandon of con- 
vention that characterizes the race.

Remain When Building Is Closed. 

Lining the curb in front of the bank after 
it had closed were hundreds who refused to 
**go home and wait,’ according to the police 
dictum.

A few started forward, but 
the police argued and pushed them backina 
good natured way, and as they had no quar- 
rel with the police they drifted back into a 
sullen, muttering body. 

“Go home, go home,” was the old ery 
echoed down the street. “It is no use to 
stay here. It will not bring back your 
money.’ It would have been a bad place for 
one of the officers of the bank toshow. They 
hdd sneaked out by a side door hours before. 

All evening attacking parties were forming 
and dispersing, and the people would not be 
satisfied.

HOW BANK'S CHIEFS GREW |: 


§STENSLAND AND HERING HAD 
SMALL BEGINNINGS. 


President of Defunct Institution Has 
Costly Mansion on Northwest Side, 
While the Cashier a Year Ago 
Moved from Modest Home in Illi- 
mois Court to Residence in Prairie 
Avenue—Speculation and Gambling 
Said to Have Caused Downfall. 


The Stenslanhd family for years has been 
regarded as one of the leading elements in 
Chicago's Norwegian citizenship—a power 
in wealth and a medel of prosperity. The 
president of the céllapsed bank hada rapid 
rise since his arrival in the city, and his fam- 
ily today occupies a stately residence in 
Irving Park, at Byron and Lawndale ave- 
nues. It is estimated that his house and 
grounds cost from $75,000 to $100,000. 

When Stensland came to Chicago in 1871 
he became interested in the dry goods busi- 
ness. Later he transferred his interests to 
the insurance business until he became head 
of the Milwaukee Avenue State bank. He 
continued to have many “ irons in the fire.’’ 

Mr.. Stensland was born on May 9, 1847, in 
Stavanger, Norway. . When only 18 years 
old he left his homé and went to India, se- 
curing’ a clerkship, later obtaining employ- 
ment as a buyer for English and native mer- 
chants, traveling in Hindoostan, Arabia, and 
Persia. Shortly after his arrival in Chicago 
he. married Karen Bide. He has two 
cnildren—Theodore, an attorney, and Inga. 

Mr. Stensland for several years was a 
member of the board of trade and was a di- 
rector of the World’s Columbian exposition 
in 1893. 


Blow to Norwegian Colony. 

Some sidelights on the character of the 
banker were given last night by one of his 
friends. 

“This will be a blow to the Norwegian 
colony of Chicago,’’ said this man. “ Mr. 
Stensland was one of the most prominent 
and reepected of his race. He has worked 
hard all his life and now in his declining 
age was reaping, we had thought, a harvest 
of comfort and quiet wealth. Heisa kindly, 
charitable man, with the habits of the ordi- 
nary business man. 

‘He has lived alone in his big residence 
in Irving Park since the death of his wife, 
eight years ago, and was fond of entertain- 
ing his friends. Last summer he gave a 
great banquet to the Norwegian singers who 
were visiting here. He spent weeks planning 
this event. The banquet cost him between 
$2,000 and $3,000. It was in such things that 
he delighted; not in a fast life.”’ 


Crash Due to Speculation. 

So far as is known Stensland’s involved 
financial state is due to widespread specula- 
tion in real estate and building, but the fall 
of Cashier Henry W. Hering is ascribed to 
“wine, and women, and racehorses.’’ What 
temptations and opportunities led him into 
this way remain for his lips alone to tell. 

The police have many stories to sift of 
Hering’s wayward ways, dealing with mys- 
terious trips to Detroit, automobile rides 
with women, nights In gambling houses, and 
the daily stake at Chris Anderson's old 
place at 125 Milwaukee avenue, just a block 
below the bank. 

Hering, 45 years of age, has a wife and four 
children, who live in a well furnished stone 
housé at 8830 Prairie avenue. He has worked 
in banks since he was a boy, starting as a 
messenger boy-in the American Trust and 
Savings bank. Fifteen years ago he be- 
came teller in the Milwaukee State bank, and 
in 1001 cashier. 


Poor Regarded Him as Friend. 

Of portly, prosperous appearance, well 
clothed, and smooth in his manners, Hering 
had many friends amcng the poor pecple, 
who looked upon him, as they did upon 
President Stensland, as a man above the 
ordinary herd, knowing the ways of the big 
world of finance and the rich. 

His family consists of three 
Lillfan, 21 years cld; Florence, 15 years old: 
Laura, 14 years cid; and a son, George, 7 
years old. The oldest girl ts said to be en- 
gaged to Ulrich Daniels, the assistant cagh- 
jer in the bank, who is in Norway recovering 
his health. 

Recently Fred Hering, a brother, who has 
a saloon at 719 West Erié street, and who 
appeared to be at outs with the cashier, told 
Mrs. Hering of her husband's gambling 
debts. The wife learned that her husband 
had iost $200 to $300 a day in Andergon’s 
place, backing the races, and that tn the last 
month he had lost between $5,000 and $6,000. 
Other more sensational stories are rumored 
about him in this connection which the de-

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SIRIO'S GAPTAIN RESCUED. 


SAVED IN SPITE OF STRUGGLES 
TO GO DOWN WITH SHIP. 


Deeds of Heroism Stand Out Amid 
Acts Brutality—Bishop’s Life 
Preserver Torn from Him and He 
Is Drowned—Eighteen Year Old 
Girl Saves Twe Children—Death 
List Now Placed at 225—Warships 
Searching for Survivors.

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CARTAGENA, Spain, Aug. 6.—Further re- 
ports concerning the sinking of the ‘Italian 
steamship Sirilo, Buenos Ayres bound, on 
Saturday on the rocks of Hermigas island 
bring details of many deeds of heroism that 
loom above the fearful scenes of brutality 
in the fight for life. Men, women, and some- 
times children rose to the crisis in many in- 
stances and saved their frenzied companions 
from an otherwise watery death. 

Capt. Giuseppi Paradi, it now develops, was 
forced by main strength from going down 
with his vessel. When the vessel struck he 
mounted the bridge and expressed his de- 
termination to sink with the Sirio. But he 
was rescued in spite of his efforts. 

The captain is 62 years old and has had 
forty-five years’ experience in navigation. 
He is said to have commanded the Pergeus, 
which sank off Cartagena. 

The BSirlo is considered a total) loss. 

Reckoning on the captain’s statement that 
he had 772 souls aboard—G45 passengers and 
127 in the crew—and the official statement of 
survivors—i47—makes the death list today 
225. 

Life Belt Torn from Bishop. 

The drowning of the bishop of Sao Paolo, 
Brazil, is now attributed to the action of an 
Argentine passenger, who forcibly took from 
the bishop a life beit, with which the latter 
hed provided himself. 

Charles Venturind of Barcelona, who was 
@ passenger on the Sirio, succeeded in saving 
bis three sons and nine other passengers. 
Sefior Venturini’s daughter, who is 18 years 
old, ap expert ewimmer, saved two children. 

A bridegroom, who was on his heneymoon, 
lost his wife and sister. One old man, whe 
was saved, lost three children. 

One family, consisting of the father, moth- 
er, and six children, was drowned, with the 
exception of the father. He has lost his 


reason. 

Brigida Morella wae buried, with her hus- 
band, into the sea by the explosion of the 
Mrio’s boilers. She wes picked up and 
brought ashore, but does not know the fate 
of her husband. 

One Italian woman kept her three children 
afloat on a plank until they were ail picked up. 

Another of the women survivors has given 
birth to a child since being brought ashore. 


Warships Hunt Survivors. 


Bpanish warships stationed ai Cartagena 
and Alicante have been ordered to search the 
neighborhood of the catastrophe for sur- 
vivors. British warships at Gibraltar also 
have left at full epeed for Cape Palos to ren- 
Ger assistance. 

Several small fishing smacks have arrived 
with sometimes one and sometimes several 
survivors of the Sirio. 

All Cartagena is engaging in the work of 
relief. Even among the poorest classes there 
exists great rivalry in ministering to the sur- 
vivors. Theater, hospitals, and clubhouses 
have been.thrown open. Food and clothing 


are pouring in. Already a subscription for 
the relief of the survivors has reached a large 
sum. 

The Spanish minister of the interior has 
requested the minister of finance to supply 
funds to succor the passengers. The Italian 
consul and the members of the Italian colony 
have provided for the immediate wants of the 
shipwrecked people. 

Numerous bodies were thrown up on the 
shore during the day. Most of them are of 
persons of the better class. 

A number of bodies of the drowned were 
buried today. Ten of the rescued passengers 
died after being brought ashore. 

The survivors say that the Sirio sank with 
extreme rapidity. Many of the passengers 
were on deck as the steamer went down. 
The boats were so crowded that a number of 
them tmmediately capsized, throwing thelr 
occupants into the water. * 


Engaged in Illicit Trade. 

MADRID. Aug. 7., 8 a. m.—The Hspana 
Nueva this morning publishes a dispatch 
from Barcelona containing the startilng 
statement that the steamer was engaged in 
the embarkation of Spanish emigrants along 
the coast, and that large sums of money 
were paid for the work. This is said to ex- 
plain why the vessel followed a course never 
taken by ships of equal draft, Continuing, 
the Hepana, Nueva says the conduct of the 
captain and the crew of the Sirio when ihe 
catastrophe occurred left much to be desired 
and justifies belief in the reports that illicit 


traffic was going on. 


PULAJANES BREAK CORDON 
AND RAID TOWN OF ABUYON. 


Burn Municipal Buildings and Kill Six 
Men—Americans Are Ambushed by 
Hitherto Peaceable Igorrotes. 


MANILA, Aug. 6.—One hundred and fifty 
Pulajanes pierced the military cordon, 
burned the municipal buildings, killed the 
ex-president of the town, two former mem- 
bers of the constabulary, and three policemen 
at Abuyon, Island of Leyte, twenty miles 
from the scene of the recentfight. One hun- 
dred soldiers and constabulary are in pursuit. 

Maj. Crawford and Capt. Knauber, with 
a lWeutenant and eight constabulary .men, 
were ambushed by Igorrotes on the Abulung 
river, in northern Luzon. 

Maj. Crawford and Capt. Knauber and five 
men were wounded by arrows. They were un- 
able to return the fire because the enemy 
was hidden on the wooded banks of the river. 
This outbreak is inexplicable, as hitherto the 
Igorrotes have been peaceable. 


STUDIES LONDON TRACTION, 


George E. Hooker, Secretary of the City 
Club of Chicago, Says Trolley Car 
Will Triumph Over Motor Bus. 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—The trolley car must 
ultimately-triumph over the motor bus as a 
means of urban locomotion, in the opinion 
of George E. Hooker, who has been here 
studying the transportation problem in Lon- 
don for the City club of Chicago, of which 
he is secretary. 

The motor bus, Mr. Hooker points out, 
takes up too much room in the street in 
proportion to the number of people it carries. 
While it is almost as b.g as the car, it ac- 
commodates only thirty-five people, while 
the car accommodates seventy. The car is 
also cleaner, less noisy, and less dangerous.

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NEGRO CHASE ON CAMPUS 


COLORED WAITER SHOOTS DETEC- 
TIVE AND BANANA PEDDLER. 


Seeking Escape from Arrest for Strik- 
ing a Jantitress in Windermere 
Hotel, He Flees Through Several 
Streets, Pursued by Automobiles, 
Three Patrol Wagons, Thirty Po- 
licemen, and More than 100 Other 
Men, Eluding Them. 


Hyde Park and the academic atmosphere of 
the University of Chicago were superheated 
yesterday afternoon as a result of the chase 
of G. Marbel, a negro, who attacked a jan- 
itress at the Windermere hotel, resisted ar- 
rest, shot a detective and a banana peddler, 
and finally escaped by a zigzag course across 
the university campus. 

Automobiles, three patrol wagons, thirty 
pelicemen, several professors, scores of stu- 
dents, and merchants along FPfty-seventh 
etreet took part in the chase through a mile 
of the streets and alleys between the Winder- 
mere hotel and the university. 

Shouts of ‘** String him up!’ and “ Hang 
him!’ mingled with ‘* Stop thief!’’ sounded 
by the employés and residents of the hotel, 
were taken up by pedestrians, and before 
the negro had traveled two blocks a crowd 
of more than a hundred was pursuing him 
down Fifty-seventh street, a block behind 
him. 

Shoots Through Peddler’s Ear. 


Near Rosalie court an Italian, pushing a 
cart laden with bananas, heard the cries, and, 
seeing a negro coming in full speed down 
the street, hid behind a telegraph post to 
lie in wait for him. When the negro passed 
he darted out from his hiding and seized 
him from behind. Instantly the negro fired 
a revolver, and a bullet passed through the 
lobe of the Italian’s right ear. 

The mob, which in the meantime had grown 
to enormous size, sought shelter for an in- 
stant behind fences, trees, and buildings, 
while the negro directed his course up a near- 
by alley. Inspector Hunt at this moment 
came to the front in « carriage and led the 
chase. At Fifty-erghth street the negro en- 
tered the university campus and headed for 
the group of medical buildings. 

Passing through Hull gate, he last was seen 
between the anatomy and zadélogy buildings. 
This quadrangle of the campus offered an 
excellent way of escape, with its numerous 
entrances, bushes, botanical gardens, and 
subways to the various buildings. 

University Classes Broken Up. 

The university had just begun its after- 
noon session when the cries of the pursuers 
were heard Classes were broken up and 
the students rushed from the buildings, aid- 
ing in the search about the nooks of the cam- 
pus. 

The negro had been a waiter at the Winder- 
mere hotel for a month. On last Friday he 
quarreled with Victoria Derrilla, a Polish 
janitress, and struck her. Manager George 
C. Moore of the hotel heard of it yesterday 
and asked for a detective to arrest him. 

Detective David Breen was sent to the 
hotel, but before he could arrest Marbel the 
latter shot the detective in the left hip. He 
then jumped to the ground from a fire escape 
and made his escape. Breen was taken to 
the Chicapo hospital, where the bullet was 
extracted. His injury wasslight. The name 
of the Italian was not secured by the police. 


CHANNING ELLERY BANKRUPT. 


Impresario Schedules $72,000 Debts— 
Attorney Blames Art for 
Downfall. 


Channing Ellery, the bandmaster, yester- 
Gay sought relief from debts aggregating al- 
most $72,000 by voluntary bankruptcy pro- 
ceedings. 

He is the second music leader who has en- 
tered the bankruptcy courts recently. Carl 
Bunge, recently married, filed a similar peti- 
tion a few days ago. 

The first debt scheduled by Ellery is that 
of his sister, Mrs. Lucy Cushman, 404 Third 
avenue, Brooklyn, N. Y., of whom Ellery: 
borrowed $50,000,

DEATH CAUSED BY SHOT FIRED 
TO ATTRACT POLICE. 


Dispute of Two Teamsters for Right 
of Way Creates Disturbance, in 
Which Many Missiles Are Thrown 
Mrs. Anna Meewski Looks Out of 
a Window at the Mob and a Bullet 
from a Revolver Enters Her Tem- 
ple—One Man Badly Hurt. 


A woman dead, one man seriously injured 
and another in prison awaiting the action of 
@ coroner’s jury—that is the result of a riot 
caused yesterday by a dispute between two 
teamsters. 

Each. of the two teamsters wanted the right 
of way in Blackhawk street. Neither wou!d 
give the other a chance to go ahead and there 
was a blockade. This attracted a crowd of 
men and boys and when the two teamsters 
alighted from the wagons to settle their dif- 
ferences the crowd joined in the disturbance. 


Teamster Is Badly Hurt. 

Bricks and stones were thrown by persons 
on the sidewalks, and Irving E. Harris, one of 
the teamsters, employed by a concern at 192 
Dearborn street, was struck on the head by 
one of the bricks. He fell unconscious to the 
Street. The other teamster, when he saw 
Harris fall, Climbed into his wagon and drove 
away. 

When the disorder was at its highest John 
Jasikowski, 668 Holt street, whose grocerg is 
just north of Blackhawk street, ran out and 
fired his revolver to attract the attention of 
policemen. 


Woman Killed by Bullet. 

Mrs. Anna Meewsk!i, a domestic employed 
by Max Okoniewski, a druggist at 165 Black- 
hawk street, was in the third story of the 
building above the drug store. Hearing the 
disturbance in the street below, she hurried 
to a front window to ascertain the cause. 
She leaned out of the window just as the 
grocer began firing, and one of the bullets 
struck her in the temple, killing her in- 
stantly. 

The grocer was taken to the West Chicago 
avenue police station and will be held until 
the inquest over the woman’s body is con- 
cluded. Harris was taken to St. Elizabeth’s 
hospital. He may not recover. 


MEN FIGHT AT “L” STATION; 
' ONE IS ARMED; POLICE COME. 


Town Hall Sergeant Gives Details of 
Encounter in Which One of the Con- 
testants Is Worsted. 


Despite the statement of police of the town 
hall station, Frank Lorey, 23 Buena Park 
terrace, a silk salesman, last night denice 
that he had been involved in a fight with 
Joseph Fogel, 3516 Calumet avenue, as the 
latter was escorting Mrs. Lorey home at 8 
o'clock Sunday morning. According to re- 
ports to the police, a fight occurred between 
the two men at the Buena Park station of the 
Northwestern ‘‘ L,’’ and at its finish oneof 
the combatants lay on the sidewalk. 

All day residents of that part of the city 
had been discussing the encounter, and Ser- 
geamt Blaul, of the station finally consented 
to give the details of the fight. 

In the fight Lorey is said to have displayed 
a revolver, but it was not loaded. Sergeant 
Blaul says it was taken from him by the 
elevated station agent, who then called the 
police. Each man refused to make a com- 
plaint against the other, and no arrests were 
made. 

“There must be some serious migtake,”’ 
asserted Lorey last night, when asked about 
the fight. “We know nothing of the affair.” 

Fogel said Mrs. Lorey had attended a card 
party given by Fogel’s mother and that he 
was escort ne her home. 


ZION OWES NEARLY $5,000,000 


First Detailed Statement of Indebted- 
ness Is Made to Investors at Meet- 
ing Held in College Building. 


The first detailed statement of the indebt- 
edness of Zion City was given to the Investors 
at a meeting in the college building tn Zicn 
City last evening. The table showed a total 
of nearly $5,000,000, which it is proposed by 
Voliva to pay by funding the entire indebted- 
ness for eighteen years, and to issue bonds 
bearing 6 per cent interest. The proposition 
was accepted by an almost unanimous vote 
of the 850 investors present, there being but 
two dissenting votes. 

The report of the indebtedness was pre- 
pared by the people’s council, under the drec- 
tion of Voliva and Deacon Granger.

CASE IS NOW UP TO HEALY. 


State’s@ittorney Asked to Decide 
if Former Official Shall Be 
Prosecuted. 


James Reddick, formerly probate’ clerk, 
yesterday repaid to the county a shortage of 
$6,495 which was discovered in his-accounts 
while in office by County Auditor E. R. 
Baker. 

Mr. Reddick sent a check for this amount 
to President Edward J. Brundage of the 
county board, following the receipt of a letter 
from Mr. Brundage requesting that the short- 
age be made good. | 

Mr. Brundage late in the afternoon sent a 
letter to State’s Attorney Healy with in- 
formation covering facts in the case, and put 
the matter of prosecution up to that official. 

Mr. Brundage held that no evidence of 
criminal intent had been found on the part 
of Mr. Reddick, but decided it would be best 
to let the state’s attorney decide if he should 
be prosecuted. 


_, Brundage Asks Refund. 


When County Auditor Baker sent ea letter 
to President Brundage informing him of 
the shortage in Mr. Reddick's aceounts the 
latter sent the following letter to the former 
probate clerk: 

James Reddick—Dear sir: I transmit herewith 
a copy of the report of E. R. Baker, auditor for 
the county board, covering an investigation of the 
accounts of yourself while clerk of the Probate 
court for a period from Dec. 5, 1898, to Decgmber, 
1902. You will observe that there remains unac-, 
counted for the sum of $6,495.04. While the re- 
port of the auditor indicates that the cashier is 
the cause of the shortage, we must hold you re- 
sponsible, being clerk during that period. I there- 
fore ask that you send me check covering the 
amount in question. 

" EDWARD J. BRUNDAGE. 

Mr, Reddick immediately forwarded @ 
cheek to President Brundage for $6,405.04, 
and Mr. Brundage paid the money over to 
County Treasurer Hanberg, with the sugges- 
tion that the amount be placed to the credit 
of the general fund. 

The letter transmitted to State’s Attorney 
Healy is as follows: 

The Hon. John J. Healy, state's attorney—-Dear 
Sir: I transmit herewith for your information a 
copy of the report of B. R. Baker, aaditor for the 
county board, of his investigation of the account# 
of James Reddick, clerk of the Probate court, from 
the period, Dec. 5, 1898, to Dec. 1, 1902, showing a 
shortage of $6,495.04. I have received a check 
from Mr. Reddick for this amount, which has been 
placed in the hands of the county treasurer witha 
request that it be credited to the general fund of 
Cook county. EDWARD J. BRUNDAGE. 

No blame ts attached to Reddick by Pres!- 
dent Brundage as the records show, accord- 
ing to County Auditor Baker, that the cash- 
jer, Charles George, was probably responsible 
for the missing amounts. 

Two vouchers were found during the audit, 
signed “F. C. F.,”’ which would be the ini- 
tials of State Senator Frank C. Farnum, rec- 
ord clerk at that period. 

One voucher was for $23.10 and the other for 
$2. According to Auditor Baker's account- 
ants, there were also some vouchers signed 
with the initials of Cashier George, which 
were.unhike the cashier's regular signature 
and may have been forged. Auditor Baker 
is investigating both discrepancies. 


Inquiry to Go. Further. 

President Brundage stated that an in- 
vestigation may be made of the accounts of 
former Probate Court Clerk Abijah O. Coop- 
er. Auditor Baker's report placed the blame 
for shortages in Reddick’s accotnts upon the 
cashier. The reason for the conclusion lies 
in the similarity of handwriting found in the 
entries in the books in the office. 

“George was appointed by Cooper, who 
served as Probate court clerk from Decem- 
ber, 1804, to 1895, and after a conference 
with Mr. Baker I have decided to order an 
examination of one of Cooper's. semi-annual 
repoms,’’ said Mr. Brundage. “If shortages 
are found, I will oraer the investigation of 
the entire term of office of Cooper, and if 
it later becomes advisable, I may order the 
accounts of Roger C. Sullivan, who served 
as clerk from 1890 to 1894, investigated.”’ 


HEALY AFTER JURY BRIBERS. 


Veniremen Who Were Excused Are Ex- 
amined by State’s Attorney— 
Disclosure Rumored. 


State’s Attorney Healy is continuing his 
efforts to find out who was behind the at- 
tempted bribery of Juror Thomas B. Carr in 
the John A. Cooke graft case. Although 
Stephen A. Crowe of the Revere house is 
under indictment, the state’s attorney iscon- 
fident a bigger fish remains to be caught. 

He started a systematic examination ofthe 
forty-five veniremen who were excused from 
service in the Cooke case. Three were ex- 
amined in secret. It was reported that evi- 
dence that may lead to valuable results was 
obtained from one. The man is said to have 
declared he was approached before he was 
examined for prospective jury service. 


WRESTLE WITH TEXTS AGAIN. 


Special Committee Decides to Put the 
Question Up to School Man- 
agement Body. 


After two hours of debate the special text 
book committee yesterday decided to refer 
two recommendations to the school manage- 
ment committee in the hope of selecting a 
reader for the public schools by September. 

The first was a resolution introduced by 
President Ritter that the four readers which 
were the subject of controversy be again 
referred to the school management com- 
mittee, together with the Heath reader, D. 
C. Heath & Co., publishers, the Cyr reader, 
published by Ginn & Co., and the Steps to 
Literature series, published by Silver, Bur- 
dette & Co. The school management com- 
mittee will then try to select a reader which 
can be recommended to the board at its 
next meeting, Aug. 28. 

The other resolution was introduced by 
Miss Jane Addams that the school man- 
agement committee take up the question of 
supplementary readers in addition to the 
basic reader and let the teachers submit 
reports at the end of the term, telling the 
results of the supplementary books. This 
was introduced in case the Rand, McNally 
readers now in use are kept in the schools 
on account of the board's delay in selecting 
some other reader. 


POLICE OUST FRUIT STANDS. 


State Street Trespassers Ordered to Stop 
Violating Law by Commissioner 
O’Connell. 


Following the attention called to the mat- 
ter by Tue TRIBUNE [Ast week, Commis- 
sioner O’Connell yesterday ordered the fruit 
stands and store displays occupying sidewalk 
space on State street, between Randolph 
and Lake streets, removed by the police. 
They were there in violation of the council 
order requiring the removal of all stands 
in the downtown district. 

Jeremiah Sullivan, officer of the street de- 
partment, took the order to the merchants 
and dealers who have again encroached on 
the public space, and in nearly all instancés 
the goods were at once removed. Commis- 
sioner O'Connell announced he will keep the 
sidewalks clear in the downtown district. 

A complaint that a fruit dealer was en- 
croaching at the southeast corner of Madi- 
son and Canal streets, to the inconvenience 
of passengers who use the union depot, will 
be inyestigated today.

sell, to stop the engines, because he “ had his 
full 2,000 passengers and had to go.” 

“If anybody jumps for the boat after it 
starts, they do it in violation of the law, 
and they can drown and be damned.’’ This 
is what J. H. Graham of the Graham & Mor- 
ton Mine thinks about it. Mr. Graham had 
heard something about a drowning, but he 
has such confidence in his officers on the 
boat that’he did not consider it worth in- 
vestigating. His story of the affair, told him 
by some one who had been on the boat, he 
didn’t remember just who it was, differed 
from the story of Adams and the other pas- 
sengers who witnessed the sacrifice of El- 
Hott. : 

Claims Drowning Was Unseen. 

‘The boat was two hours out before any 
body knew anything about a man being 
ovegboard,” said Mr. Graham. “He was 


missed by his friend, Adams, who started. 


an inquiry, and the officers found somebody 
who had seen him fall. None of the deck- 
hands and none of the officers of the boat 
saw it. The man was in the foam hack of 
the wheel, holding to a heel rope, on one 
of thé femde and nobody could sedhim.” 

‘ Weren’ tube passengers leaning over the 
railasu the boat leaves, and wasn’t 
it impossible for Elliott to jump from the 
gang plank without some one seeing him?” 
Mr. Graham was asked. He shifted his de- 
fense to another ground, 

“It would have been dangerous to back 
up the boat,” he said, “ and it couldnot have 
been done without endangering the lives of 
the theusands on bourd. It is a difficult 
piece of work to get away from that dock 
and the officers had the lives of those on 
board to think of. 

“That is, of course, what the situation 
would have been if they had seen the man 
fall,”’ he added. 

Starting Time Not Fixed, 

“ Did not the boat start ten minutes ahead 
of time?’’ he was asked. 

“ Yes,"’ was the reply, “ and it could have 
started two hours ahead of time 9f it had 
its mit of passengers. The boat is allowed 
to carry 2,500 passengers. lt had that num- 
ber and the captain had a right to start 
whenever he —— pleased. This man Who 
was drowned hed to fight hfs way past two 
policemen wht were there to keep the peo- 
ple back, and if he wanted to viclate the law 
and drown himself in the bargain it wasn't 
the business of any of the officers of the boat, 
even if they hadseen him.

Freeport, Ill,, Aug. 6.—[{Special.]—Sur- 
rounded by raging waters, Robert Musser, a 
banker at Orangeville, twelve miles from 
Freeport, spent five anda half hours today in 
a tree before the flood subsided. In trying to 
rescue him one man lost his life. 

A tremendous rain fell this morning and 
raised Richland creek until the water was 
five feet over the railroad track.. 

Musser, at noon, went along an elevated 
sidewalk to notify a neighbor that the latter's 
cattle were in danger. On his return he 
found the walk In front of him swept away. 

Retracing his steps, he found the walk be- 
hind him washed away also. The section on 
which he was standing was loosening rapidly. 

Musser hastily climbed a willow tree stand- 


ing beside the walk. The water rose until it | 


was within three feet of him. His predica- 
ment was discovered, and friends became 
anxious, 

Henry Bertalot volunteered to go to the 
rescue in a boat. Bertalot was paddling 
along, when the boat was struck by a float- 
ing timber and sunk, and Sertalot was 
drowned. 

By half past 5 o’clock this afternoon the 
water had gone down considerably and Mus- 
ser was able by swimming and wading to 
réach dry land. 

The property loss will reach $5,000 or $10,000. 
Bridges and railroad track were carried 
away. All trains on the Madison branch of 
the Illinois Central have been abandoned. 


Drowning Man Fights Rescuer. 

Chippewa Falls, Wis., Aug. 6.—[Special.]— 
W. J. Ickstad, a prominent merchant, was 
drowned in Pike lake by a boat capsizing. 
He fell out while asleep. Ickstad became 
confused and tried to swim to shore. Joseph 
Harding, his companion, attempted to rescue 
him and for half an hour there was a strug- 
gle for life in the water.

Department of Justice Orders Prosecu-

GRAND JURY TO INVESTIGATE 
THE RISE IN PRICES. 


Independents, as Well as American 
Company, May Be Caught in the 
Net Spread by Jerome, Whe Hints 
That Hearst Case Was Dropped Be- 
cause Former Were Found Con- 
cerned—Philadelphia Also Starts 
Inquiry Into Affairs of Dealers. 


New York, Aug. 6.—[Special.]—The grand 
jury will begin on Wednesday an investiga- 
tion for the purpose of determining whether 
the price of ice is exorbitant because of a 
criminal conspiracy. Subpcanas have been 
issued by District Attorney Jerome for Wes- 
ley M. Oler, president of the American Ice 
company, and the other officers of the com- 
pany. The books of the company and other 
evidence gathered by the district attorney's 
office will be presented to the grand jury. 

In conjunction with the investigation start- 
ed by the district attorney, Judge Rosalsky 
charged-the August grand jury, which was 
eworn in today, to investigate the price of 
ice. Not only will the affairs of the Ameri- 
can Ice company be looked inte but also 
the affairs of the independents. 


Hints at Independents’ Guilt. 
Mr. Jerome said: “If the price of ice has 
been enhanced because of a criminal con- 
spiracy it shold be stopped, and it is the 
duty of the grand jury and the district at- 
torney to investigate it. 

‘Keep in mind one thing. That is that 
that eminent lawyer, Clarence Shearn, Wiil- 
iam R. Hearst’s legal representative, started 
a John Doe proceeding before one of the 
magistrates, but after examining President 
Oler for three hours he suddenly stopped 
the whole thing. Why? Maybe he found 
the evidence all against the independents.”’ 


Quaker Ice Men Also Under Fire. 

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 6.—[{ Special. }]—Dis- 
trict Attorney John C. Bell today began the 
task of laying beforer the grand jury the 
story of how a handful of loca} dealers com- 
bined to skyrocket the price of ice, so af- 
*flicting the whole city. 

It is expected that two [Indictments will be 
returned tomorrow. The first bill prepared 
charges the thirteen men who took a promi- 
rent part in the formation of the so-called ice 
exchange with conspiracy.

Philadelphia, Pa., Aug 6—[Special.]—Jacob 
Svoboda, who was held in $10,000 bail today 
here on a charge of stealing $10,000 worth 
of jewelry and diamonds from the residence 
of Edward L. Welsh, while employed there 
as second butler, declared to Captain of De- 
tectives Donahty that it was he who robbed 
the residence of George Cochran, 1215 Wal- 
nut street, and no, *zoward Sawyer, who is 
under arrest in Chicago for the crime. 

The police are inclined to believe Svoboda, 
but his statement shews that the two men 
were in collusion.

Andy Rohan that 
he and Svoboda committed the robbery. He 
said he secured employment as a butler in 
the Welsh residence, admitted Svoboda to the 
premises and left with him after Svoboda 
had secured the jewels. Detective Bock of 
Central station denied last night that any 
jewelry had been withheld, but as usual the 
‘records’ in the case were not accessible— 
granting that any records age kept by 
Rohan's bureau. 


NAVY’S FOOD BELOW GRADE. 


Partial Investigation Shows Meat and 
Bread Furnished New York 
Yard to Be Poor. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 6.—Investigation 
of the supply of meat and bread for the New 
York navy yard is being made. A verbal 
report to Secretary Bonaparte shows an ex- 
ceedingly unsatisfactory condition. 

The holder of the contract bid low on the 
better grades, evidently under the impres- 
sion that there would be few orders for such 
grades. He has been unable to supply these 
meats at times, and purchases have been 
made elsewhere and charged to his account. 

The lower grades have been found to be 
unsatisfactory and complaints seem to have 
been borne out by the investigation as far 
as made. 

When the formal report is made and addi- 
tional facts are ascertained it is possible 
that the contracts for meat and bread will be 
canceled. 

The complaints relate to supplies for the 
navy yard, where at times 1,000 men are to 
be supplied. * There is always#a large number 
at the yards.

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KNUDSON POISON 
‘THEORY GROWING. 


Important Evidence Brought 
Out at Coroner’s Inquest 
Into Death of Woman. 


HUSBAND AGAIN ACCUSED 


Rat Killer Found on Medicine 
Cabinet in Home, Declares 
Witness at Inquiry. 


Evidence strongly tending to show that 
Mrs. K. O. Kundson of West Pullman may 
have come to her death March 17 as the direcy 
result of the administration of arsenic was 
obtained at the first session of the coroner's 
Inquest held at the Criminal Court*Duilding 
yesterday. 

Prof. Walter S. Haines of Rush Medical 
college testified that he found approximately 
two grains of arsenic in the contents of the 
stomach and in the liver of the body of the 
woman. Dr. E. R. La Count, who made the 
post-mortem examination when the body 
was exhumed, testified he failed to findany 
adequate cauge of death by disease. 


Death by Poison Possible. 

The citation of a hypothetical question by 
Deputy Coroner C. V. Barrett led Dr. La 
Count to declare that he should jude that a 
w6man showing the symptome described was 
poisonec. The apparent difficulty in definite- 
ly fixing the cause of death lies in the fact 
that arsenic was contained in the embalming 
fluid. 

That Knudson disliked his wife, and wae 
in the habit of associating with women 
in the vicintty of Wabash avenue and Con- 
grees street, was brought out through the 
questioning of Mrs. E.°V. Hylander, 4211 

abash avenue, a friend of Mrs. Knudson. 

Helen Westman, 1714 Michigan avenue, told 
of revels with Knudson, and testified that he 
gave her $800 within eighteen months. 

Miss Westman wae the first witness. She 
testified that she met Knudson in a saloon in 
Harrison street in March of last year. -She 
said she saw him frequently. She said she 
last met him June 21, and received $40 from 
him. When Mre. Knudson died she received 
an invitation to attend the funeral. P 

"Why didn’t you go?’ asked Mr. Barrett, 
who was conducting the examination with the 
help of Assistant State’s Attorney Olson. 

“ Because I didn't think it would be right,”’ 
replied the witness. “He asked me to keep 
house for him. I received $150 from him at 
Christmas.”’ 

Ethel Vanderburg, 2562 One Hundred and 
Second place, testified that last September 
Mré. Knudeon was taken violently ill at din- 
ner with her husband She turned red in the 
face and became faint. She recovered after 
vomiting. 

Mrs. Hylander showed emotion when she 
testified that she visited the Knudson home 
last January. 

‘Mrs. Knudson put her arms around my 
neck and cried out: ‘O, Huldah, my Olaf 
doesn’t love me any more,’” said Mrs. Hy- 
lander. “Knudson pushed her aside and 
said: ‘ Why not have alot of women and get 
all the fun you can?’ ” 


Knudson Tried to Get Property. 
Mrs. Weiser, a half sister of the dead 
woman, testified that Mrs. Knudison' on the 
day before her death said Knudson wanted to 
get a justice of the peace to transfer the title 


to six flat buildings from his wife to himself, 
and also stated that*Knudson tried to get her 
to increase her life insurance from $2,500 
to $5,000. The witness said that Mrs. Knud 
son's refusal was because she wanted her 
children to have her property. 

According to Mrs. Wieser, Knudson re- 
fused to get a doctor during his wife's ill- 
nese, in substantially the following language: 

“A doctor can’t do anything for her. She’s 
going to die. I have studied medicine and I 
know as much about her case as a doctor 
‘would.”’ 

“He laughed at his wife when she writhed 
with pain in the bed,” said Mrs, Wleser. 
‘‘ He once shook the bed, and when she said 
the shaking hurt her, Knudson said: ‘You 
can’t get well, anyway. You've got.todie.’ "’ 


Funeral Arranged Before Death. 

‘When she died Saturday and he insisted 
on having the funeral Sunday I told him it, 
was too soon. He said: * Everything has 
been arranged.’ 

‘‘Mr. Wieser said he saw Knudson give 
his wife some medicine from bottles on a 
dresser. He also told of finding an appar- 
ently fresh package of rat poison on top of a 
medicine cabinet. He said the poison was 
not to be found on the day after the funeral.”’ 


STATEHOOD HAS FEW FRIENDS. 


Large Majority of Both Republican and 
Democratic Committees in Arizona 
Oppose New Mexico Union. 


Phoenix, Ariz., Aug. 6.—[Special.J—It was 
ascertained at the meetings of the republican 
and democratic territorial committee here 
that only 24 per cent of the democratic com- 
mittee and 29 per cent of the republican com- 
mittee favor joint statehood. 

A resolution indorsing the administration 
of President Roosevelt in all respects was 
tabled in the republican committee by a 
vote of 85 to 15. All federal appointees in 
Arizona, except the United States marshall, 
collector of customs, and United States land 
officials, and about one-third of the post- 
masters are openly opposing statehood, some 
aggressively. 

After the committees adjourned represen- 
tatives of more than half the counties in 
Arizona formed a strong territorial state- 
hood league.

Transfer of Property to’ Mra. Tingley 
in Exchange for Realty Basis for

San Diego, Cal., Aug. 6.—[Special.]—_Former 
Secretary of the Treasury Lyman J. Gage, 
who has been a resident of Point Loma, al- | 
most within the cirele of the Universal Broth- 
erhood and Theosophical society, of ‘which 
Katherine Tingley is the outer head, is to 
leave the point for the gast, but whether 
temporarily or permanently he will not say. 
He declined to say a word regarding his in- 
tentions. | 

The movement on the part of the former 
secretary of the treasury is Indicated by the 
filing of a deed at thé county recorder’s office 
by which Mr. Gage transfers to Katherine 
Tingley the seven room home owned by bim 
on Point Loma. This home is located on @ 
portion of the southwest quarter of pueblo, 
lot 104, and was completed but a short time 
ago. The consideration has not been made 
public. 


Mrs. Tingley’s Assent Necessary. 

The portion of the pueblo lot which is re- 
ferred to in the deed was purchased from 
Mrs. Tingley for $8,000 some months ago, and 
at the time one of the stipulations in the deed 
was that Mr. Gage should not sell the prop- 
erty to any one without the consent of Mrs. 
Tingley, and that if he did sell, it should be 
to Mrs. Tingley at a price that should be sat- 
isfactory to both parties. 

The property has been impraved by the 
construction of one of the handsomest smai! 
homes on the point, the same having been 
byilt on plans approved by Mrs..Tingley. 
This home, Mr, Gage stated some time ago, 
was built for his son to occupy. The recent 
suicide of that son. at Seattle hap made a 
home for him on Point Loma unnecessary. 
That is probably the reason for disposing of 
the property by Mr. Gage. 


Takes Other Property in Exqhange. 

At the same time today there was filed a 
deed from Mrs. Tingley to Mr. Gage, transfer- 
ing four acres in pueplo lot 104. One of the 
considerations of the transfer in this, as in 
the other deed, is that Mr. Gage is not to sell 
the property to any person without first ob- 
taining’ the consent of Mrs. Tingley to the 
sale. It is also agreed that at the end of two 
years if Mr. Gage desires to do so, he can re- 
transfer the property to Mrs, Tingley fora 
consideration to be agreed upon. 

It is understood that by the deals Mr, Gage 
disposes of the house which he does not now 
want and takes other property on the point, 
which will not need his personal attention as 
would a house. 7 

It is expected that Mr. Gage will leave be- 
fore the close of the week for Chicago, though 
he would not acknowledge as much.

ANOTHER DEFEAT FOR DUNNE. | 

The democratie judicial convention he!d 
last spring showed itself studiously disre- 
gardful of Mayor Dunne’s wishes. The 
candidates he favored were rejected. 
County .committetmen distasteful to him 
and his friends were selected. It was 
manifest that the mayor’s ineffectual da- 
bors in the cause of immediate municipal 
ownership were not highly appreciated. 

Since the convention was held the may- 
or has been trying to get a grip on his 
party and to make it as docile as it was 
before -his eléction, when it was ready to 
do anything for the man who promised to 
municipalize the btreet car lines as soon 
as he get into office. The maror has 
‘made all the political trades he could. He 
has used the appointing power to strengt!- 
en his machine. He has done all these 
things so clumsily that he has grown 
weaker instead of stronger. 

The democratic voters who went to. the 
primaries on Saturday repudiated him. 
They rejected the brand of “ harmony“ 
heoffered them. His favor was fatal to 
a candidate. The politicians whom he 
dislikes the most were the ones the dem* 
ocrats upheld. A mayor ought to devote 
himself exclusively to the duties of his 
office and not.attempt to be the boss of 
his party. He has more important mat- 
ters to attend to than party leadership. 
* He certainly should not try to be a boss 
mniess he is masterful or adroit enough 
to be successful. To make the effort and 
fail utterly is to proclaim oneself a poor 
mayor and a bad politician. 

That is what Mayor Dunne has accom- 
plished. He still talks as if he thought 
municipal owvership would renominate 
and retlect him. That issue has lost its 
momentum—its Jifting power. It is a 
pricked halloon owt of which all the cas 
bas escaped: -The mayor has a new issue 
the two platoon system. It isa feeble 
issue, and will not bring him in delegates. 
The majority of them will be controlled 
next spring by men who are hostile to 
him. If he runs again it will have to be 
as an independent, and the independent 
candidate wins the martyr’s crown often- 
er than he does the victor’s laurel. 

The mayor to be elected next April 
will hold office for four years. The voters. 
when putting a mayor in office for so 
long a term ought to, and perhaps will, 
net more discreetly than they have done 
on many previous occasions. 
not let their heads be, turned by 
gaudy and ephemera! issue, but endeavor 
to select a capable administrator of mn- 
nicipal affairs. That will rule out Mayor 


Dunne. 


THE NAVAL RESERVES. 


The idea of having a meeting of the sev- 
eral training vessels of the naval reserve 
_equadron of the great Jakes is credited to 
the commander of the Dlinois division and 
ls one worthy of much praise. It has in 
it the advantage of giving renewed zea! 
to the members of the organization in the 
several states and also of affording a pleqs- 
ant sunimer outing in a region noted for 
the purity of its air and the invigorating 
character of its environment. Thestimulus 
of competition with the eager young fellows 
ef Ohio, Michigan, and Minnesota will 
méan much to the boys from Minnesota, and 
there is every reason to think that the net 
resuit will be beneficial in every way. 

The fleet assembled at the South Manitou 
island rendezvous is composed of the Doro- 
thea from Lake Michigan, the Hawk from 
Toledo, and the Essex from Cleveland with 
the Ohio reserves, the Yantic with the Mich- 
igan contingent, and the Gopher from Du- 
luth with the Minnesota detachment. The 
gunboat Wolverine will be the flagship. Of- 
ficers from the North Atlantic squadron wil! 
be on hand to inspect and oversee and there 
will be every opportunity afforded for im- 
proving the efliciency of possible future 
fighters of the American navy.

“HARMONY.” 

After a month of war the rival political 
eadars perceive the beauties of “ har 
mony.” The winners and the losers sée 
the wisdom of getting together.. “The win- 
ners wish to conciliate the losers by giving 
them some “of the minor offices. 
losers, being usually practical’.men, con- 
sider it better to get a few places for 
their followers than to be left out in the 
cold with diminished ability to make a 
successful fight at the next primaries. 

From a party peint of *view “ har- 
mony ” arrangements of this kind are pol- 


itic. They close up the ranks of the par- 


ty. They give an inducement to the work- 
ers of the defeated faction to be moderate- 
ly active on election day. There can be 
no objection by the voters to such ar- 
rangements if the leaders, whether repub- 
licans or democrats, are harmonious in the 
selection of reputable nominees. 

When the suecessful faction permits 
the unsuccessful one to designate the 
nominees for some of the minor offices it 
ought not to do so unconditionally. The 
faction which it is desired to placate 
should not be permitted te pick out men 
whose only recommendation is that théy 
are loyal to that faction. They must 
have some claims to capacity and integ- 
rity. 

Among the. consolation prizes which 
may be awarded to the losers in the bat- 
tle at the primaries are seats on the mu- 
nicipal ‘court bench and wonunty commis- 
sionerships. It is desirable thht the new 
court should begin business with strong 
men on thé bench. The construction of a 
new courthouse makes it especially im- 
portant that there should be a county 
board with no weak spots. The public 
assumes that the men who are to control 
the party cu.ventions are aware of these 
facts and will govern themselves accord- 
ingly. 

“Harmony” is lovely, but too high a 
price should not be paid for it. There is 
no reason why the minority in a party 
should not be given a liberal share of the 
offices which djd not appear on the official 
primary ballot, but the majority cannot 
escape responsibility for the men put on 
the ticket to appease the minority. It 
cannot pacify the voters by explaining 
that it had to consent to bad nominations 
for the sake of “‘ harmony.” 

The voting at the primaries has settle 
the nominations as far.as the more con- 
spicuons offices are concerned. . It has left 
the. muni¢ipal court and the county board 
in the hands of the leaders. It remains to 
be seen how wise a use. they will make 
of their power. They are on trial before 
the peoplé, who are more critical of nomi- 
nations than they were in the days when 
the scratching of a ticket was accounted 
the highest of political crimes.

iL NEWS oF THE THRATERS. 


Edward VII. is the one king in all the 
world who unites in his person 


[= doubtless will be news to many that 


he ts fos See Pers and: indisputably the 
direct descendant and supreme representa- 
tive of the high kings of ancient Ireland. 
The -history of Ireland goes back to Coneirie 
Mor, or Coneiry the Great, who 600 years 
before Christ ruled as high king over the 
clans of the Gaels of Ireland at Tara. #'rom 
thig Conairy the Great, the historic ancestor 
of the Hy Niais, to King Connor Mac Nessa, 
who was the contemporary of the Roman 
Emperors Tiberius and Augustus; from 
Connor.Mac Nessa to King Nial of the 
hostages, who reigned in the generation be- 
fore St. Patrick came to Ireland; from King 
Nial to King Maicolm Can Mor, who married 
Princess Margaret, sister of the Saxon king 
Edgar Atheling; from King Malcolm to the 
heroic King Robert Bruce of Scotland; and 
from thence, througb the Stuarts, the house 
of Hanover and that of Coburg, to Edward 
VIL., the descent is as direct and as incontro- 
vertible aw any descent in ancient or mod- 
ern history. 

Of course, there are other people, some of 
them great Irish nobles, and others, mere 
commoners, besides hundreds of persons in 
America, who can show descerit. from the an- 
cient kings of Ireland. But all have quitted 
the royal caste, which King Edward is alone 
to retain. For all those who wish to have 
fuller particulars of this Irish ancestry of 
King Edward, I would refer to the works 
of the late Sir Bernerd Burke, ulster king 
at arms, to other eminent genealogists, and 
last, but not least, to that trusted associate 
of Parnell and former nationalist member 
of parliament, Frank Hugh O’Donnell, now 
president of the National Democratic league, 
and a retognized authority on Irish history.: 

This Irish ancestry of King Edward invests 
his dynasty with an antiquity superior to that 
of any redgning house of Europe. I 
it is necessary to seek the records of suth 
offspring of the gods.as the mikado of Japan 
for a genealogy to rival the well nigh tri- 
millennial ancestry of Edward VII., heir of 
Wettin, heir of Guelph, heir of Stuart, heir 
of Bruce, ané& heir of Nial—an ancestry 
‘which many Irishmen apparently ignore 
when they refuse to do honor to the present 
king of Ireland. 
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While the judicial inquiry by High Court 
Justice Sir Thomas Bucknill and a speciat 
jury into the mental condition of the Mar- 
quis Townshend has been instituted for the 
purpose of determining the question as to 
whether he is responsible for his actions or 
crazy, yet the proceedings are Likely to lead 


- to some extremely sensational developments, 


and may possibly culminate in am annulment 
of the unfortunate nobleman’s marriage, 
and not only in the forfedture by the march- 
ioness of her coronet and of her status asa 
peeress of the realm but also tn still graver 
consequences to her father, Thomas 6ut- 
herst, a promoter, who is by no means un- 
known in this country, which he has fre- 
quently visited in connection with his finan- 
clal enterprises. 

For the fact hes just been brought to 
light that Sutherst has for a number of years 
been an undischarged bankrupt, a condition 
of affairs which renders his attempt to prac- 
tice as a barrister something worse than a 
breach of legal etiquette, while his failure 
to, disclose his pecuniary disabilities when 
he entered upon those pecullar financial 
transactions by means of which he induced 
Lord Townshend to marry his daughter can- 
not fail te bring him within the clutches of 
the criminal authorities.

According to English law, for an undis- 
charged bankrupt to enter upon any financial 
transaction, or even to obtain credit for an 
amount of more than $100, without notifying 
the people with whom he Ie dealing that he 
ls an undischarged bankrupt, is a criminal 
offense, entailing imprisonment with hard 
labor. And the evidence produced in court 
shows that neither the marquis nor his 
friends concerned in his marriage Had the 
slightest idea as to theyeal financial stand- 
ing of.Sutherst, who had engaged over his 
signature to advance to the marquis on his 
marriage a syum-of $140,000, chargeable on 
the life interest of the marquis in the Town- 
shend estates; and further agreeing that if 


as the regult of the marriage a’°son were 


born, he, Sutherst, would release the charge 


on the estates, and would settle it on his 


daughter. : 

It is searcely necessary to add that this 
money Was never paid, and that ip conse- 
quence Lord Townshend was unable to fulfill 
certain obligations which he had contrected 
in view pf his marriage, notably the pay- 
ment of the commission which he had prom- 
ised to the government clerk et Somerset 
house for having introduced him to an 
beiress. It bas likewise been shown that 
Sutherst at the time of Lord Townehend's 
marriage to his daughter undertook in writ- 
ing to contribute $10,000 a year to the living 
expenses of the couple, a stipulation which 
he naturally failed to fulfill. In fact, it has 
already been clearly established that the 
marquis was «sjockeyed into marrying Miss 
Sutherst under false pretenses, and this, 
taken in conjunction with his claim in writ- 
ing that the marchioness had absolutely re- 
fused from the moment of her marriage to 
live with him as his wife, and with his mental 
irresponsibility at the time of the marriage, 
is regarded as furnishing abundant grounds 
for a judicial annulment of the union 


ee 


Sutherst’'s y principal claim to distinction in 
the past is that about fifteen years ago he 
he!ped to organize the London omnibus édriv- 
ers’ strike, which partially paralyzed traffic 


for some weeks in the English metropolis. 


He has been extremely active ag a company 
promoter, especially in connection with 
American and Mexican ventures, but has not 
been altogether successful therein, as is 
shown by the fact of his being an undis- 
charged bankrupt. He is a member of the 
bar, but Is better known In the courts as a 
litigant than as counéel. His more than 
questionable conduct in entrapping a men- 
tally weak peer of the reaim into marriage 
with his daughter, by promises of money 
which he did not possess, and by means of 
written engagements which he was debarred 
by criminal law from contracting or fulfill- 
ing, are not’of a nature to improve his un- 
savory reputation. 

Not only Sutherst but likewise Lord Town- 
shend is Well known in this country. For 
he traveled extensively in the United States 
a few years ago, accompanied by his friend, 
the Rev. Geoffrey Robbins, for the avowed 
purpose of finding a rich wife. But his 
quest did not meet withany success. Hehas 
royal blood in his veins, being through his 
eccentric mother, the Dowager Marchioness 
Townshend, a great-great-grandson of King 
William IV. and of his belle amie, Mrs. Jor-, 
dan, famous at one time in London under 
the name of ‘‘ Dolly Bland."’ 

The Townshends have always been eccen- 
tric, and the first marquis, while viceroy at 
Dublin, distinguished himself by swearing 
in two of his favorite hounds as members 
of the privy council of the kingdom of Ire- 
land, the dogs becoming thereby legally en- 
titled to the prefix of “ right honorable ’”’ to 
their respective names, a piece of oddity 
which serves to recall the time when the 
Roman Emperor Caligula invested his fa- 
vorite horse with the lofty office of consul 
of the Eternal city. 

It is to another member of the house of 
Townshend that Great Hritain is indebted 
for the loss of those colonies in. the western 
hemisphere that now form the United States. 
He was chancelor of the exchequer in the 
early part of the redgm of George III., and 
by his insistence upon the payment by the 
American colanies of a certain tax, the en- 
tire amount of which represented legs than 
$100,000 a year, brought about the American 
war of independence.

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WHAT I6 BUTTER? 
[From the London Hospital. ] 

The need for some fixed standard for but- 
ter wags shown in a case recently dealt with 
at Skipton, where a farmer was summoned 
for selling as butter a substance which the 
county analyst for the west riding of York- 
shire declared to contain 33 per cent of mar- 
garine. This gentleman had founded his 
opinion on the absence in the butter sub- 
mitted to him of a proper proportion of those 
volatile fatty acids which differentiate true 


butter from that adulterated with fat from 


the carcase of an animal. But against this 
opinion was set that of Mr, Otto Ernhardt, 
public analyst for Nottinghamshire, who de- 
clared that it was impossible to fix a chem- 
fecal standard for butter fat. The milk from 
which the butter was made was abnormally 
low in quality, and hence it came that the 
butter made from it was so-inferior. 

The farmer was exonerated from the 
charge of adulteration, rightly, no doubt; 
but it is easy to see that the publication of 
such a case may make it easy for those who 
adulterate their butter to do so with im- 
punity. The method of testing butter gen- 
erally employed is what is called the Wolny 
method. A solution of alkali of a particular 
standard is applied to the butter under in- 
vestigation, and if under this solution the 
butter ‘shows a proportion of volatile fatty 
acids represented by the figure 28, it is as- 
sumed that the butfer is pure. If lees than 
that figure appears the assumption ad that the 
butter is adulterated. 

Evidently this inference can no ee: be 
regarded as accurate. It does not follow that 
the Wolny test should be abandoned, but that 
it should be differently applied. If by law it 
was demanded that commercial “ butter ”’ 
must needs show the fixed proportion of vola-

JURY DELAYS O1L INQUIRY. 


GOVERNMENT PANEL FAILS TO AR- 
RIVE ON SCHEDULED TIME. 


Railroad Officials Who Are to Give 
Testimony Concerning Rebates Ap- 
pear, bat Veniremen Themselves 
Are Absent—Start Probably Will 
Be Made Today, When First Broad- 
side Will Be Fired—Two Bodies 
Necessary. 


The government failed to open its batteries 
against the- Standard’ Oil company and the 
railroads yesterday as advertised, because 
the ammunition did not arrive. When 10 
o'clock came only fourteen out of the twenty- 
three men who had been summoned to make 
up the special grand jury presented them- 
selves before Judge Bethea. Anadjournmem 
was taken until afternoon in the hope that 
more would arrive, but again it was only the 
faithful fourteen who put in an appearance. 

The broadside now is scheduled*for today, 
if the seven additional mem who have bees 
summoned to fill out the grand jury can be 
induced to come to Chicago. It will be neces- 
sary for the grand jury to move with consid- 
erable celerity, 60 as to get through with its 
part of the work and make room for the 
other special grand jury which is being sum- 
moned to appear next Monday. That jury 
will also investigate the Standard Oil com- 
pany, and it will deal with recent trespasses 
and also will be required to discover whether 
or not the Standard Oil company and its af- 
fililated oll and pipe line companies constitute 
one gigantic monopoly in violation of the anti- 
trust laws. 

Two Grand Juries Needed. 

It has been found necessary to have two 
Stand juries to conduct this investigation. 
because some of the offenses which were dis- 
covered by Garfield and the interstate com- 
merce commission were plainly committed 
before March, 1905, when Illinois was redis- 
tricted and Chicago was put in the «astern 
half of the northern district. So this grand 
jury was drawn from the northern district, 


' and it will investigate the old offenses, while 


the grand jury. which will convene next Mon- 
day is drawn from the eastern half of the 
northern district, and will investigate recent 
offenses. 

The first thing the government officials are 
is the 
charge that the Lake Shore road paid re- 
bates to the Standard Oil company by can- 
celing the storage charges to it at the 
Eighteenth street warehouse of the railroad. 


Capt. Grammer to Testify. 

The same witnesses who testified at Cleve- 
land were here, ready to testify, and it is 
believed that the same information will be 
obtained. Capt, G. J. Grammer, traffic man- 
ager of the New York Central lines west of 
Buffalo, was subpcenaed to appear before the 
grand jury at Jamestown, N. Y., which is 
investigating the secret rates from Oléan, 
N. Y., to New England points, and also was 
subpcenaed to.be here at the sametime. He 
finally arranged by telegraph to furnish the 
desired information to the eastern jury 
through other persons and will remain here 
ready to go before this jury when he is 
wanted.

WHEAT HAS FIRMER TONE 


LIBERAL COVERING BY SHORTS 
AN . ELEMENT OF STRENGTH. 


Developments Indicate an Oversold . 
Condition—Rains in Southwest and 
. Statistical Showing Create . Ner- 
vousness Among Bears—Decrease 
in Movement from the Farms 
Corn Firms Up After Acting Weak-~ 
er on Beneficial Rains. 


Wheat displayed a firmeg tone yesterday, 
prices showing partial recovery of ‘the se- 
vere losses of last Saturday. Pit conditions 
indicated that the crowd had oversold itself, 
and there was enough im the general new 
ouerings to inspire more confidence in the 
pitifully weak bullish ranks and to create 
more caution among the price breakers. The 
movement of new grain to market was not 
up to expectations, and there was balm to 
the bulls tm statistical gossip. The mare dis- 
tant options were relatively the strongest, 
developments indicating a large short inter- 
est in them. Final prices showed advances 
of %c for September, %0 for December, and 
1%c for May. The market, asa whole, was 
dull and almost entirely professional in char- 
acter. 
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At the start the ‘ike ses im ania by the 
lighter receipts here and in the southwest, 
and shorts lost no time in covering on the 
wéaker spots. Chicago had 288 cars, against 
an estimate of 509 cars, compared to ar- 
rivals of 887 cars the Monday before. “otal 
primary receipts were 1,407,000 bu, or 15,000 
bu under those of the corresponding day 
last year: World's exports last week aggre- 
gated 8,640,000 bu, of which 5,200,000 bu was 
shipped from this country. The bulle played 
strongly on the larger movement from this 
country and the relatively lighter shipments 
from competing nations. The visible supply 
statement showed an increase of 1,808,000 
bu. The supplies on ocean passage—27,688,- 
000 bu—showed a decrease of 640,000 bu, not 
as large ag the trade had been led to expect. 
At this time last year the amount on passage 
was 34,450,000 bu. Wheat arrivals at Duluth 
and Minneapolis were 205 cars, compared to 
800 cars‘a year before. 


Southwestern Rains Stir Shorts. 

Considerable anxiety was aroused over gen- 
eral rains in the west and the southwest, 
numerous aQ@vices indicating that grain in the 
shock was sprouting, and that much damage 
had been done in some parts. Much of the 
late buying was prompted by messages from 
the southwest. It was figured that the mar- 
keting of hard winter wheat would be de- 
layed as a result of the precipitations. St. 
Louls wired that in all probability there 
would be a pronounced letup in the move- 
ment of the winter variety before the ship- 
ping of the spring wheat assumed pretentious 
proportions. Weather conditions in the spring 
wheat territory were propitious, and it was 
said that) harvesting was progressing most 
favorably. 

Acceptances were called fair to good. Eng- 
lish markets were still in the midst of their 
prolonged holiday, but it developed that fully 
1,000,000 bu was worked from this side for 
export last Saturday. Although the foreign- 
ers were inclined to hold off for further price 
concessions, the day's total business done 
with them was moderately large. However, 
in view of the marked @clines last week, the 
movement has been disappointing to export- 
ers in general. If yesterday's market had 
continued on the downward turn, exporters 
said there would have been big business 
with Europe. The English visible supply for 
the week showed an increase of 852,000 bu. 
Final pit prices were 72%@72%0c for Septem- 
ber, 75%c for December, and 79%\%c for May. 
Covering in the more distant options was in- 
dulged in freely by important shorts, both 
here and in the northwest. It was said that 
the Minneapolis crowd bought May on a 
large scale here and in their own market. 


Corn Strengthens After Dip. 

Corn displayed a weaker tone in the early 
trading, but strengthened as. the session 
neared its close. Several important lines of 
long September were thrown into the mar- 
ket, and this unloading started considerable 
selling by scattered shorts. Prices were 
driven off 4%@ic, the nearby month being 
the greatest sufferer. The close showed Wo 
higher for September, %c lower for Decem- 
ber, and %c weaker for May. It was the talk 
that matters are shaping themselves for a 
sharp upturn in the September. One of the 
leading houses im the street is said to have 
almost all of the cash stuff in hand, and that 
it has been a quiet but steady buyer of Sep- 
tember for several days. Early selling was 
prompted largely by Sunday rains in the 
drought stricken sections of this state and 
by the prediction of further precipitatiohs. 
Local receipts were 110 cars, of which 42 
graded contract. Total primary arrivals 
were 443,000 bu, against 755,000 bu the cor- 
responding day last year. Some business 
was done with the east, but surface condi- 
tions indicated that its wouldbe buyers are 
holding off for lower prices before engaging 
liberally in buying. The visible supply 
showed a decrease of 877,000 bu, against a 
falling off of 519,000 bu a year ago. World's 
exports last week were 5,281,000 bu, com. 
pared to 4,924,000 bu a year ago. The sup- 
plies on ocean passage increased 269,000 bu, 
the total afloat now being 21,157,000 bu, 
against 18,579,000 bu a year ago. Almost 
all crop advices from west of the Mississippi 
were favorable, but many from Llinois and 
Missouri were unfavorable. 


Shorts in Oats Cover. 

Oats weakened about %c in the early trad- 
ing, largely on ‘the liquidating of long stuff 
and on the easier tone in corn. The softer 
spots found shorts active in covering, and 
there was a suggestion of an improved in- 
vestment demand. The last bell saw ad- 
vances of yo for September, %@Ko for De- 
cember, and \%@% for May. Oats at the 
sample tables. were off 4%@%o, the inquiry 
from the east not being up to general ex- 
pectations, The sale of a cargo of 90,000 bu. to 
the east was reported, and there was further 
talk of export business brewing. Local ar- 
rivals were 801 cars, of which 200 cars graded 
contract. The visible supply statement 
showed a decreage of 347,000 bu. Local pub- 
lic stocks last week decreased 94,0vv bu. 


Firmer Tone in Provisions. 

Provisions were slightly easier in the initial 
hour, sélling by a few of the English houses 
and some of the stockyards interests having 
a depressing effect. Later some recovery 
resulted from the support given by a leading 
local packer. The trade as a whole was dul! 
and devoid of special feature. Final prices 
were 2%c higher for pork, 24%@5c stronger for 
lard, and 24%c lower for ribs. The average 
weight of hogs last week was 235 lbs, the 
heaviest of the year. The exports last week 
were 8,720 bris of pork, 12,071,000 ibs of riba, 
and 27,568’ boxes of bacon. The day’s hog 
receipts at the leading western points were 
64,000, against 60,700 the corresponding day 
last year. Local arrivals were 35,000. 


Rye Market Steady. 

Rye ruled steady, with offerings moderate 
and the demand light. The visible supply 
increased 83,000 bu, and local stocks gained 
20u0 bu. No. 2 sold 57@57%c f. o. b.; No. 3, 
550. -September was 56c bid and 56\c asked. 
Receipts were 6 cars. 

Barley offerings were slightly largér than 
recently, for which there was a fair demand 
existing. Old barley was scarce. The visible 
increased 12,000 bu. Feed was quoted @ 
89c; malting, 40@50c; screenings, 30@38c. 
Three care were inspected in. 

Timothy seed was quiet. Cash seed ranged 
$2.50@4.00. September was $4.32% bid and 
$4.35 asked. October was offered at $4.25.
